COLLABORATION WITH THE UNITED STATES INFORMATION AGENCY 

The plans and research for The American Stage Exhibition were 
completed by the Assistant Director with the assistance of Philip Clarkson 
and Mary Haverstock and were submitted to the U.S. Information Agency on 
July 31st as specified in the Gallery's contract with the Agency. 

The plans drew high praise from the Agency's officials who saw 
them, but the Gallery was informed on August 17 that the Agency would not 
award the Gallery a contract for the execution of the plans due to changes 
in their budget. 
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The plans, which include detailed research for the exhibi¬ 
tion, will be used for the preparation of a smaller version of the 
exhibition which is to be held at the Gallery from April 6 through 
May 26. 


CANCELLATION OF PLANS FOR SMITH EXHIBITION 

Upon being approached by the Director the sculptor David 
Smith replied that it would be inconvenient for him to present a one- 
man exhibition at the Gallery during the 1956-1957 season. 


PRESIDENTIAL PORTRAIT EXHIBITION 

As recorded in the minutes of the June meeting, the Board 
decided to hold an exhibition of the group in the 1957-1958 season 
for a period of one month in order to give the proposal a trial.

INTERNATIONAL ARTS CENTER PROJECT 

On the invitation of the Director five cultural attaches met 
at the Gallery on June 6 for an informal discussion. The Director out¬ 
lined the facilities that the Gallery could provide for an International 
Arts Center remarking that it might be able to set aside six rooms for 
changing national exhibitions. He suggested that films, concerts and 
lectures could implement these. Financial considerations were itouched 
on. 


On June 18 the Director sent out a questionnaire letter to 
those who had attended the meeting to try and determine definitely, 
among other things, whether a strong need exists for an International 
Arts Center in Washington. Those who have so far replied have reiterated 
their approval of the project and their belief in its importance. 


KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION 


The following are the principal activities directly concerned 
with the Clark Collection: 


The three Beauvais tapestries were packed and shipped to Karekin 
Beshir, New York, where they are in the process of being restored and 
cleaned. 
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A tentative date of November 15 has been set for the com¬ 
pletion by Mr. Marvin Ross of his article on the Gothic tapestries 
which will be the feature of a forthcoming Gallery Bulletin . 

The stained textile covering the walls of the Rotunda will 
shortly be replaced by a damask material in 18th century style now 
being woven specially for the Gallery by Scalamandre’ Silks, Inc., 

New York at a cost installed of $1,593.00. 

The suite of French tapestry furniture was repaired by a 
Washington upholsterer, Walter B. Magruder of 17U2 Wisconsin Avenue, N.W. 
New webbing and cambric were provided for the bottoms of six chairs, two 
sofas and two love seats. In addition the sofas and love seats were re- 
backed with sateen, and a broken leg on one of the chairs was repaired. 
This work returned to exhibition two chairs which were previously in 
storage owing to their poor condition. 

Mr. Vigtel has designed a new installation for the Clark 
Collection of antiquities. New cases will be added which will allow for 
a more pleasing and less crowded arrangement of the objects. An improved 
lighting system will be installed and attractive wood sheathing will unite 
the various units. 

Antique frames have been ordered from Julius Lowy, Inc., New 
York, for the Delacroix Tiger and Serpent and the Dou The Lesson . These 
will replace the present inappropriate examples. 


TREATMENT OF BOOKS IN THE LIBRARY 

The Art School student engaged in December spent several hours 
a week during June continuing to clean and apply leather preservative to 
the bindings of the books in the Library. 


REARRANGEMENT OF THE BOOKS IN THE LIBRARY

This year the Commercial Art classes under the direction of 
Edward Wanton are starting with an unusually large enrollment. There 
are 46 students in the afternoon class, and 43 students in the evening class. 
Presuming that most of these students will continue throughout the year, 
this wi 1 ! mean $12,983,00 income. 


Mr, Wanton already has two able assistants, Mr, Frank Huseman, 
and Mr, Philip Sabatino, who are listed in the catalogue, and receive for 
their special visits a total of $528,00 for the year. He feels that 
an addition of another asiistant. Miss Louise Eastment, Art Director and 
Advertising Manager for Julius Garfinckel & Co, as a third member of the 
staff, to be paid on the same basis as the other assistants (that is 
$11 per visit) would be most advisable. In addition to this Mr, Walton 
often has other advertising artists visiting the students, who have special 
abilities, and render unique services. Their pay, as in the past, will 
be the expense of having them as guests at dinner. This should amount to 
approximately $200 per year, and to this is added $110,(This expense covers 
those incurred this year at the opening of school), 

Mr, Walton himself is anxious to start a small new class for advanced 
students who have passed through the regular two year course or who are 
employed in the advertising field as professional artists in Washington, 

This class would be in the evening and would cover the field of advertising 
illustration which Mr, Walton is particularly fitted to teach, but which 
will call for extra time if the class is undertaken. It is desired that 
this class be started for the last three months of this semester, and the 
last three months of the second semester. The fee wo^d be similar to other 
evening commercial classes: $60 per semester and $10 registration fee for the 
first semester covering the year. If registration by November^l^t inches 
a mimimum of 6 students, that class wou n d be started in the *ame fl studio, 
and it would be understood that Mr, Walton's pay would be $400 additional for 
the year, but the pay would not be started until the 6 students be registered, 
whosgtuition would amount to $730, 

In addition to these items, in order to have proper fashion models 
for the new class, a sum of $52.50 would be required, and a sum of $37,50 
would be needed for models in the regular class.

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to 
submit the following report covering the period June 1 
through September 30, 1956. 

With only one installation project. Young Talent , 
to take care of, the maintenance force devoted practically 
all of its time to renovation. 

The Art School was given particular attention. All 
class rooms were thoroughly cleaned and repainted. The com¬ 
mercial art class room (the hemicycle) was equipped with new 
fluorescent light fixtures suspended from the ceiling which 
eliminate the need for individual table lights previously used. 
This cost $519.75. The faulty sliding door to the second floor 
studio was replaced with a swinging door. 

In the Gallery a number of improvements were accom¬ 
plished. The lighting of the sales desk area was improved. The 
bronze doors in the main entrance were cleaned and waxed; the 
four swinging doors in the vestibule were scraped and varnished. 
The exterior service door was lined on the outside with heavy 
galvanized sheet iron. All obsolete installation material which 
had been stored in the basement was broken up and the lumber 
stacked in the carpenter's shop for future use. One gallery. 

No. 67, was repainted. 50 frames for reproductions and 13 sculp¬ 
ture pedestals were constructed. A picture rack was built for 
the restorer's laboratory. 

It is hoped that the ventilation problem in the audi¬ 
torium has been solved through the installation of twin exhaust 
fans in the air duct outlet in the ventilation shaft. This cost 
$180.00. More than two dozen auditorium seats were upholstered. 
The projector was overhauled and connected with the superior 
public address system belonging to the Institute of Contemporary 
Art.

Two important jobs were completed through outside 


labor: (l) The gutters on the roof of the entire Corcoran 
Wing and School were replaced by the Mathy Company at a cost 
of $5,9 6U of which $3,96U.OO was charged to the Gallery and 
the balance, $2,000.00, was charged to the Art School. (2) A 
cracked glass pane in the north atrium floor lights was re¬ 
placed by the Hires-Turner Company for $171.27. In addition, 
the cable of the Clark Wing elevator was replaced by the 
Doolan Company at a price of $305.00 as directed by the 
District Safety Inspector. 


All in all, much was achieved during the summer 


months despite vacations and the fact that the Superintendent, 
Robert H. Maultsby, resigned early in August.
